A Report and Resorurtios relative to the gradual emancipa- 


tion of people of colour held in servitude in the United 
States. 


In the House of Representatives. 

The select committee, to whom was referred the 
communication of His Excellency, the Governor, 
and the accompanying Resolutions of the Legisla- 
tures of the States of New-Jersey, Connecticut, 
Delaware, Indiana and Hlinois, on the subject of 
the abolition and general emancipation of pecple 
of colour, held in servitude in the United States; 
having had the same under consideration, beg leave 
to report— 

That, under the Constitution and Laws of our 
Country, the right of property in Slaves is as sa- 
-cred and inviolate as that of any other species of 
personal property whatever. However great may 
be the national evil of slavery, and however much 
we may regret it; circumstances over which we 
could have no control, haverendered it inevitable, 
and places it without the pale of legislative autho- 
rity, We, therefore, cannot concurin any arrange- 
ment for their emancipation, by any legislative 
enactment, without violating the constitutional 
rights of our citizens. Any interference in our own 
internal concerns upon subjects of this kind, is on- 
ly calculated to engender feelings of prejndice; 
which, if fostered by the continued efforts of the 
Non-Slave holding States, in persevering in their 
efforts, may, eventually, produce consequences de- 
piorable to society; and tend to weaken that boud 
of union and fellowship, which should exist be- 
tween all the members of the same confederacy.— 
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Your Committee conceive, also, that any measures 
which mightbe taken by other States to ameliorate 
the condition of the slave, would tend rather to 
ageravate, than relieve his misfortunes. By a 
gradual emancipation the hopes and- prospects of 
those who remain in slavery, would be so far ex- 
cited as tocreate a spirit of discontent, and of in-. 
surrection; which might not only endanger the in- 
terests, but the personal safety, and lives of our cis 
tizens. And, it is, therefore, with serious appre- 
hensions for our peace and safety, that your com- 
mittee witness the combined efforts of several of. 
the Non Slave holding States in their behalf. By 
holding out the semblance of aid and prospect of 
freedom, they mightibe easily stimulated to rebellion; 
and our citizens might fall victims to a policy, a- 
gainst the exercise of which, they protest; and in 
which policy they are determined not to.participate. 

' We, therefore, most sincerely deprecate, and 
will continue firmly to resist all interference on the 
part of other states. The Southern states, who 
suffer, and are compelled, from circumstances, to 
endure the.evil, ought to be the best judges of the 
remedy; and so soon as they can concur in any 
expedient for their relief, it will be time enough to 
adopt it. This State, in the language of Georgia, 
“claims the right with her Southern sisters, whose 
“situation is similar, of moving this question when 
‘an enlarged system of benevolence and philan- 
“thropic exertions in consistency with her rights- 
‘cand interests shall render it practicable.” 

Your committee, therefore, ask leave to recom- 

mend the following resolution to accompany this 
report: l 
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Resolved, by the Senate and House of Repre» 
sentatives of the State of Mississippi, in Generat 
‘Assembly convened, That the Resolutions of 
the States of Delaware, Connecticut, Illinois and 
Aniliana, concurring with a resolution of the state 
of Ohio, proposing the emancipation of slaves, 
passed on the seventh day of January, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and twenty-four; together with 
a resolution from the state of New-Jersey, recom- 
mending a system of Foreign Colonization to be 
adopted to effect the entire emancipatien of slaves, 
be, and the same are hereby disapproved by the 
Legislature of this state; and that his Excellency 
the Governor, be hereby requested to transmit a 
copy of this resolution and report to the Executive 
of each of the United States.

CHAP. XCIE. 


: ` MEMORIAL, concerning the Three per Cent. Fund. 


To the Honorable the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United 
States of America, in, Congress as- 
sembled. | 


Tue Memorial of the General Assembly of the 
State of Mississippi, respectfully represents: 

That, by an act of Congress, entitled ‘an act, to 
enable the people of the Western part of the Mis- 
Sissippi territory to form a constitution and State 
Government, and for the admission of such State 
into the Union, on an equal footing with the ori- 
ginal states,” passed March ce one thousand 
eight hundred and seventeen, it is provided, among 
other things, in the fifth section of the said act, that 
five per centum of the nett proceeds of the lands 
lying within the said territory, and which shall 
be sold by Congress, from and after the first day 
of December next, after deducting all expenses 
incident to the same, shall be reserved for making 
public roads and canals, of which three- fifth3-ehall 
be applied to those objects, within the said“ State, 
under the direction of the Legislature thereof, and 
two-fifths to the making of a road or roads, Jead- 
to the said state, under the direċtion of Congress. 
Your memorialists would further state, that they 
consider the said act of Congress as a fundament- 
al law, and as containing the conditions on which 
the State of Mississippi was admitied into the 
Union, as a member of the confederacy; and they 
are well aware, that the obligations of good faith 
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? 


‘imposed upon them by the conditions contained in 
said-act, do not permit the state to violate, in any 
respect, the terms contained in this compact, made 
with the Government of the United States; and 
hence the necessity of this memorial, praying an 
extension.of their powers, in order that geod faith 
towards the Union may be conciliated with their 
most important local interests. They respectful- 
ly submit, that the three per cent. reserved on the 
sales of public lands within this state, and placed 


at the disposal of the Legislature thereof, was in- - 


tended as a boon to an infant state, to enable it ta 
improve its interior condition, ata period of its 
political existence, when its own resources would 
be inadequate to the great purposes of internal 
. improvements and the designation of ‘public roads 
and canals,” was only made to point out the most 
material objects to which the attention of the Le- 
gislature of the State should be directed. At the 
tiime the law referred to was passed, it was sup- 
posed that the-surface, soil and local condition of 
the country, would be susceptible of great im- 
‘provement, from the opening of canals as contem- 
plated by said act; but a better acquaintance with 
the topography ofthe country, has led to a convic- 
that the improvement of the country by diging ca- 
nals, must be the work of another age. This 
might be illustrated by a variety of considerations, 
but it is deemed sufficient for the present occasion, 
to say, that the{munificent intentions of the General 
Government, so far as they respect the opening 
canals within this state, except toa partial extent, 
must be for a long time postponed, if indeed they 
are ever realized. Your memorialists-further sub- 


mit, that in the thickly settled parts of the state, 
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itis deemed that the municipal resourees of the - 
state itself, are. and will be sufficient to open and. 
keep in repair-roads.sufficient for the ordinary pur- 
pose, of intercourse and commerce, and: that the- 
state may weli look to its own means for its inter- 
nal improvement in this respect, though great aid, 
in many instances, might be derived from this fund, 
to improve this branch-of the interior economy of. 
the state. 

Thoy further submit, that the state of Missis- 
sippi, is traversed by many rivers and navigable- 
streams which lie neglected and in a state of na- 
ture from the want of means, in the state to im- 
prove their condition, and render them subser- 
vient to the purposes of commerce and our mu- 
tual intercourse with the neighboring states. 
Those high ways must long lie neglected unless 
the government of the Union will lend its aid to 
improve their navigation and reclaim them if we 
may so say, from their savage state, and convert 
them to tke uses of civilized man. Your memoria- 
lists would suggest, that not only the interests of 
their constituents would be promoted by the im- 
provement of their streams, but also a high interest 
to the union.would be advanced in an equal ratio, 
by the same measure, in the increased value of the 
public domain. through which many of their navi- 
gable streams flow. And the measure, therefore, 
comes recommended by the high considerations of 
reciprocal advantage to the whole confederacy 
and the state of Mississippi, an individual member 
thereof. ° 

What, therefore, your memorialists pray, onbe- 
half of their constituents, and the state, is, that the 
before recited act of Congress, shall be: so amend- 
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ed as to empower the Legislature to appropriate 
the said fund of three per “cent. which now can on- 
ly be applied to the strict purposes of opening 
‘‘nublicroads and canals,” tothe further and more 
important purpose of opening and improving the 


condition of our navigable streams.
